REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
claims are found allowable in light of the showing that a non-aqueous patch comprising 
sodium diclofenac and ammonium chloride improves the percutaneous absorbability of 
sodium diclofenac in comparison to a non-aqueous patch not comprising the ammonium 
chloride. The prior art does not recognize or teach the utilizing of ammonium chloride in 
combination with pharmaceutically active agents such as sodium diclofenac results in 
improved percutaneous absorbability.
